At the same time the War Office announced last 
night the appointment of Lieut.-General T. J. Hutton, 
Chief of the General Staff in India, to be General 
Officer Commanding Burma, in succession to Lieut.- 
General D. K. McLeod. 

These changes follow swiftly on Friday’s news that 
Licut.-General Sir Henry Pownall has taken over as Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Far East, at Singapore. from Air Chief 
Marshal Sir Robert Brooke-Popham, and that General 
Wavell had flown to Chungking to confer with General 
Chiang Kai-Shek and Major-General J. H. Brett, Chief of 


Staff, United States Army Air Corps. 

General Wavell was reported to have visited Rangoon 
on his way back to India. 

General. McLeod, who is fifty-six—five years older than 
General Hutton—declared when Japan entered the war: 
“ By air, sea and land, Burma is ready.”

The Goodwin Sands, as much as 
mines and bombs, are the cause of 
the Ramsgate lifeboat being so 
often in action, and Howard 
Knight, because of his great know- 
ledge of the deadly quicksands.

Last winter, during a terrific 
snowstorm, the phone bell rang in 
Knight’s comfortable sitting-room. 

“Hello!” the coxswain began— 
but didn’t hold the recciver for 
long. Ramming it back on to the 
hook, he turned to his wife and 
said: “Ship on the Goodwins. 
I'll have to hurry off.’ 

Mrs. Knight, as usual. slipped 
on a thick coat, hurried into the 
snow. and knocked up the rest of 
the crew. while Howard made off 
to the lifeboat. Within a few 
moments of their arrival at the 
harbour the men. clac in thick 
sweaters. were in their boat.

Blue with the cold, chilled to 
the marrow soaked to the skin, 
and exhausted after their -xer- 
tions, the men of Ramsgate. never 
knowing when they might strike 
a mine. or the German guns 
might open fire. patiently waited 
for their big chance 

It came when the storm eased 
for just a few fleeting seconds 

Dawn was breaking when 
Knight took his lifeboat close n 
to the Norwegian vessel and threw 
a rope aboard her At that very 
moment a heavv sea swept over 
the stricken ship—and filled up 
the lifeboat! 

For a few moments the Pruden- 
tial had to leave the Norwegian, 
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but soon Knight again made con- 
tact with the crew, and at great 
risk, for the lifeboat might be 
smashed to pieces against the 
merchantman’s side, took aboard 
the cold, hungry men. 

By the time harbour was 
reached the storm had abated, and 
when eventually the Prudential 
made for her moorings, her decks 
were a mass of ice—and the men 
who man her were perfect imper- 
sonators of snow-men. 

Tired, hungry, but happy in the 
knowledge they'd saved more 
lives, the lifeboatmen hurried 
home to their firesides—but left 
their gear handy, just in case.... 

During the past two years the 
Prudential has been working hard 
and it was decided that she needed 
an overhaul. So off to the ship- 
yards Coxswain Knight went with 
his famous lifeboat. leaving behind 
at Ramsgate his seventy-year-old 


brother, Charlie. as coxswain of 
the reserve lifeboat.

however, when the call to action 
came again. The Brake lightship 
crew had been taken aboard 
another ship and were anxious to 
be brought ashore. 

Thus Charlie and the crew were 
called upon to go out and bring 
them to safety 

In the cold light of dawn they 
spotted a big steamer ahead. She 
signalled that the Brake’s crew 
were aboard, and Charlie Knight 
brought his command alongside, 
and the lightshipmen were taken 
into the lifeboat. 

At the same time the lads from 
Margate had been called upon to 
help another ship that was in dif- 
ficulties. They reached Ramsgate 
more or less at the same time. 

Even then Charlie Knight's 
debut as a coxswain was not 
finished. A message came through 
from Trinity House ordering those 
fit men to return to the Brake, for 
it had been ascertained that she 
was not too badly damaged. 

So back to the Goodwin Sands 
for the third time went the gal- 
lant members of the reserve crew, 
Charlie still at the helm. 

For more than twenty hours 
they were in almost continual ser- 
vice, and Charlie Knight, who had 
waited nearly fifty years to cox- 
swain the lifeboat, did a great job 
of work in the absence of his 
famous brother. 


HE lifeboatmen of Walmer 
have also played a big part 

in saving life at sea, despite the 
German menace, as well as Mar- 


gate. The latter crew's cox- 
swain Edward Parker, like 
Howard Knight, received the 
D.S.M. for his exploits at 
Dunkirk 


One of his strangest rescues was 
the result of a story few people 
would believe. 

The air-raid siren had just gone 
and German bombers in an end- 
less procession were passing over- 
head. Now and 
again there came 
a swish as one of 
their deadly 
“eggs” left the 
bomb- rack and, 
despite the fierce 
anti-aircraft bar- 
rage, an officer, 
stationed on Mar- 
gate jetty, swore 
that he could hear 
a voice calling for 
help out at sea 
With bombs falling 
and shrapnel from 


on all sides,

them like rain, the Margate life- 


boat put out into the blackness. 
hunting for someone they had not 
heard or seen! 

Through the darkness one of the 
crew thought he heard a sound. 
Coxswain Parker swung his life- 
boat over towards the position in- 
dicated by his colleague and there 
through the darkness, they spotted 
something white fioating on the 
surface of the water. 

Carefully Parker brought his 
craft alongside, and discovered, 
half-dead, a British pilot, who was 
being kept afloat by his “ Mae 
West” lifejacket.
